A  Club  That  Meat*  Waekly. 

During  the  winter  in  a  western  town 
a  club  of  10  womto  met  weekly  for  the 
discussion  of  purely  domestic  topics.

Among  tbe  subjects  discussed  were  ths 
following,  they  being  such  as  met  the 
present  interests  and  needs  of  the  mem¬ 
bers:  The  service  question;  co-operffMve 
honsekoeidng;  house  building  as  com¬ 
pared  with  house  renting;  the  food  bill 
of  the  family,  including  practicable  Mils 
of  fare  to  be  furnished  at  $1.90  and  $2  u 
week  apiece  for  the  food  material,  one  of 
the  members  having  experimented  on  a 
patient  family  to  test  the  acceptability 
of  the  means;  the  expenditure  of  the 
family  income,  that  of  the  workingman, 
of  the, clerk  and  of  the  moderately  well 
to  do  family;  how  the  work  to  be  .done 
in  the  average  family  shall  be  bent  ap¬ 
portioned  to  the  working  days  of  the 
week,  and  the  beet  methods  for  perform¬ 
ing  it. — New  York  Recorder.
